1.142(b), as being drawn to a nonelected inventions, there being no allowable 
generic or linking claim.

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless -

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for 
all obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 1 02 of this title, i 1' the di 1'1'eiviiccs between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claims 1-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b or e) as anticipated by or, in 
the alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Broselow (6,132,416) 
alone, cited by applicant, or especially in view Fischer (5,289,919), cited by the 
examiner. Broselow teaches various arrangements for delivering pre-determined 



dosages of medication as recited in claim 1, such as the cups of Fig 3. These have 
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indicia indicating the dosage to be delivered, since they are color coded according 
to a particular dose. However, Broselow may not teach an arrangement for 
organizing the delivery arrangements such as the cups, or the limitation wherein 
the organizing arrangement has the claimed corresponding indicia. On the other 
hand it is conventional to organize different cups and other medicine containers in 
an arrangement corresponding to the differences between the contents of the cups 
or containers. This is not the invention of applicant. For example, placing all red 
bottles on one shelf and green bottles on another is clearly not the invention of the 
applicant. See also bottles of soda on any store shelf. Thus it would have been 
obvious to provide the apparatus of Broselow with an organizing arrangement as 
recited in claim 1 , to provide for convenient storage, as well as retrieval, of the 
desired cups or other containers of medication. 

However, Fischer is cited for emphasis to show that it is conventional to 
store color coded syringe tips in containers that are color coded to match the 
syringe tip colors. Thus it would have been especially obvious in view of Fischer 
to make the modification above to Broselow, for the reason already noted. The 
apparatus of claim 6 clearly reads on the syringe of Broselow. Elements of the 
claims not disclosed in the references, but that are nevertheless conventional, 
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would have been obvious to provide to the apparatus of Broselow for the purpose 
of improving the same.
